Allowable Subject Matter 



1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to appreciate the advantage offered by semiconductor light . 
emitting device with the following distinctive features such as set by all of the independent 
claims. In particular, the art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest constructing the 
semiconductor light emitting device chip is connected to the mount surface of the mount member 
by solder between the semiconductor light emitting device chip and the mount surface of the 
mount member, wherein the mount surface is curved to protrude and the semiconductor light 
emitting device chip is curved along and connected to the mount surface, and the mount member 
includes a material higher in thermal expansion coefficient than a material for the chip substrate 
posses all of the distinctive features such as defined by independent claims 1, 2, 10, 13, and 16 to 
make the stack of the semiconductor light emitting device chip is subjected to an increased 
compressive stress which decreases threshold current of the semiconductor light emitting device.
